Opening Thoughts (written at the end of catalog production) 


O: annual major sale marks the final result of a year of planning, selecting, acquiring, and soliciting material from this fascinating realm of 
numismatics. It all comes to a conclusion just as one calendar year ends and another begins. Many of the lots you see in this sale have stories 
that go beyond the tales the coins or tokens themselves might tell. 


The U.S. private territorial gold pieces came from a collection formed over a lifetime by a collector who could get as excited about a beat-up 
button from the Civil War or an Anglo-Saxon penny. He would usually call after our sales closed and pick up lots that hadn't sold regardless of 
whether they were the kinds of things he ordinarily collected, as long as they were nice. 


Part of the ancient Greek silver offered is from a collection formed by a collector who left behind Spink and Glendining invoices from 1950 and 
1951 for a small group of exceptional Greek silver coins. He left behind a sheaf of invoices with a note that “these receipts...may not be of interest 
because they came as lots & too difficult to match with any coins!” I have no idea why the period of enthusiasm and purchasing was as short as it 
was. What I do realize is that Americans collecting ancient coins in that era was not as widespread in America as it is now. 


The ancient section includes a select group of Judaean bronzes. A particularly astute and thoughtful collector put his group together with the 
help of Brian Kritt, reknowned for his own scholarship and the quality of the material he offers. The prutah is a humble coin in terms of its size 
and its use. We have seen and offered (and have in stock) other examples of this historic coinage, but the quality we are privileged to offer here is 
mind-boggling. 


ust after the ancient section of the catalog and before beginning the British section we have included a few of the delightful Robert Ready 

British Museum copies of Greek coins. You have seen others before in our catalogs. In the same section is a group of British Museum 
electrotypes—double thick copies of Anglo-Saxon coins whose purpose seems to have been to provide photographs for the Seaby (now Spink) 
Standard Catalog of British Coins. I have had these since well back in the last century. I was fascinated when I got them, enjoyed looking at 
them on occasion but did not really know what they were until I brought them to the office one day late last year and wondered why they were 
produced and why I had seen almost nothing like them offered over the multiple decades I have been focusing on British coins. 


On the topic of things I have happily owned for many years—the collection of Newcastle-on-Tyne patterns were puzzling when I bought the 
group from a British dealer. Fortunately, the legendary collector Francis Cokayne explained them in tiny notes on a small roundrel that came 
with the collection. It has been a special experience to own, temporarily (as is true for all of us in this hobby) this small group with a pedigree 
that goes directly back to the source of the patterns in the first place. 


While we are nearing the end of the exceptional collection of 18th century tokens formed by Michael Sussman, we have had other consignments 
as well. Most of a small but select collection from another collector is offered here. The quality is exceptional, but a particularly fascinating 
aspect of the collection is his representation of all but one of the uses of the die for the famed British actor David Garrick. Rated “as one of the 
most talented, convivial, and influential actors of all time...an iconic global thespian” on a website sponsored by the Shakespeare Trust, he was 

a native of Hereford, partly educated by Samuel Johnson, a would-be lawyer who became a wine merchant before becoming an actor known for 
introducing realism into his acting. The die is well designed with a high relief that comes through in all the strikes. His popularity seems to have 
transferred to the use of the dic itself because it shows up on ten different tokens in the D&H series, nine of which are represented in this sale. 


| \inally, the seldom seen and significant—thanks to consignments from collectors who recognize as have I in assembling this catalog that there 
is time for letting important pieces go to new owners who we hope will enjoy and appreciate them as much as we have in the short time of 
our stewardship. 


There are more special stories in this sale— 


Lot 202: the short-lived 16 shillings of 1581, a superb example of one of the great rarities of the Scottish silver series, a centerpiece from a collector 
I have known for many years 


Lot 223: unique but not expensive; but what a statement about a birth in 1754, with cheerful looking village scene on the other side 


Lot 302: the massive Birmingham six pence token minted to try to demonstrate that one could produce a token whose copper value reflected its 
weight 


Lot 327: an amazing overstrike of an 18th century imitative halfpenny on a Middlesex mail coach token 


Lots 329 and 330: rare strikes of non-dimes on silver dime flans, a reflection of our fascination when something supposedly highly reliable goes 
amuck 


There is a subtext here. Over the years I have found myself sometimes putting something I find particularly appealing back. This love for the 
material is what has driven many years of active work in numismatics. But I too recognize that stewardship is temporary in this area of long 
preservation. It is time to pass things on to new owners. 


Working on this catalog, as always, has been a consuming endeavor for some time. Now it is your turn to see what the three of us have done.

The ancient city of Zankle, named for its sickle-shaped natural harbor, was a settlement of great antiquity on the northeast tip of Sicily. It was renamed 
Messana by Anaxilas, tyrant of Rhegion. In about 288 B.C. a force of Oscan mercenaries, the Mamertinoi, attacked Messana and massacred the inhabitants. 
They ruled the city until the Romans won the island in the Punic Wars. 

The tyrants of Sicily had always employed mercenaries, often hired in Campania and Central Italy--in a land famed for its sweeping landscapes-ideal for the 
breeding of strong horses-the emergent Campanian nobility developed their renowned cavalry. Carrying heavy javelins for skirmishing and swords for melee, 
they used speed, agility, and flexibility of tactics to inflict damage on more heavily armed,and therefore slower moving opponents. When King Agathocles 

of Syracuse died, many of his strong young mercenaries refused to leave Sicily and captured the Greek city of Messana in circa 288. They adopted the name 
of their war god Mamers, Oscan for Mars, often fighting like pirates and plundering the neighboring districts. Their activities which finally engaged the 
Romans against the Carthaginians set off the First Punic War (264-241 B.C.).

AN IN-HAND EXPERIENCE OF THE FINEST OF GREEK COINAGE 
Robert Ready British Museum Electrotypes 


n the late 1850's the British Museum hired the seal-maker, Robert Ready, to produce copies of some of the finest coins in the British Museum collection. 
With an electrotyping technique they had perfected Ready and his sons produced exact replicas of the actual museum coins. They were produced in two 
parts, an obverse and a reverse. We acquired a select group of some of the most beautiful and important pieces they produced. All of these were direct copper 

casts of the actual coins and all have been gilt to illustrate the color of the actual coin, silver or gold. (Numbering based on Barclay Head's 1889 work A 
Guide to the Principal Gold and Silver Coins of the Ancients. Published by the British Museum. Modified and republished in 1932; subsequently modified 
slightly and republished in 1959.)

hese double-thick electrotypes of British Museum Anglo-Saxon and English hammered coins have not had the prominence of the series of Greek coin 
electros we have been offering. But they are direct copies of pieces in the British Museum and many can be seen in the plates of the the two BMC 
volumes issued in 1887 and 1893: Keary & Poole, A Catalogue of English Coins in the British Museum, Anglo-Saxon Series Volume I. and Grueber & 
Keary, A Catalogue of English Coins in the British Museum, Anglo-Saxon Series Volume II. 
‘These copies were used for the production of the reference that has become the standard for English coins, the Spink Standard Catalog. (Prior to 1998 the 
publication was known as the Seaby Standard Catalog.) Vhe picces offered here are the actual pieces photographed for all the annual catalogs from the small 
format 15th edition in 1976 until the major revision in the 42nd edition 2007, when the catalog changed from black and white to color. (Prior to the larger 
size publications begun with the 16th edition in 1978, the earlier editions beginning in 1962 were smaller 5 by 7 4 inch books. Earlier still, prior to 1962 the 
publications were larger and thinner with drawings rather than photographs illustrating the coins.) 
They are apparently extremely rare if not generally unique. I have seen a very few examples of other types in this format being offered but never a duplication 
of any offered here. (AD)

The joint reign of Harthacnut and Harold IJ began after the death of Cnut in the autumn of 1035 and ended when Harold I assumed sole power in early 
1037. During that period Harthacnut’s power was predominantly south of the Thames and Harold dominated to the north. 

In an article in Anglo Saxon Monetary History (Leicester Univ. Press 1986, a festschrift for Michael Dolley) Tuukka Talvio shows that the distribution of 
mints for the jewel cross pennies of the era bore out this division of territory. Through careful analysis supported by charts of mints and moneyers, he points 
out that few coins of Harold came from southern mints during the era concluding “Clearly Harthacnut's party had real power over their territory’ though 
adding “but this cannot have lasted long to judge from the scarcity of their coins.” 

‘There were other varieties of Harthacnut northern mint issues though all were rare as well “with the exception of Gloucester, a mint which seems to have 
sided with Harthacnut'’s party,” but these were issues with right facing busts. Coins with a left facing bust, ‘Talvio points out, “are totally lacking in the north, 
and they are distinctly rare even in the south.” 

This coin and a York coin (SCBI St. Petersburg 881) are two exceptions to the “totally lacking” conclusion. More to the point, they are “apparently ‘treaty 
breaching’ coins” to quote the collector and numismatic scholar who kindly first referred me to the Talvio article. The article is worth reading in its entirety 
because it demonstrates how we can gain insight into significant historical circumstances by careful study of numismatic data. (AD)

The Great Recoinage that was declared in 1695 called in all hammered coins—by then a worn out, clipped, ineffective currency. This was paid for by the 
infamous Window ‘Tax that saw owners brick up windows that can still be seen in London. Isaac Newton oversaw the coining. In order to get coins to the 
public quickly mints were set up at Bristol, Chester, Norwich and York and a letter corresponding to the mint city was included in the design. This piece 
was minted in York.

Scotland's Third Coinage was a short-lived issue. Increasing silver values led Parliament to recall silver in 1580. This issue in October 1581 was recalled soon 
after it began for the same reason. The third coinage was authorized by Parliament on February 27th, 1580/81 (1581 Gregorian). The Act of October 24, 1581 
recalled the issue. All the issues are extremely rare, even more so in choice condition. 


The Parsons catalog described this piece as “Extremely Fine and extremely rare, only about four or five specimens known.” A later note by Spink with the 
Marshall collection piece (2004.) suggested a larger number extant: “It is certainly an exceptionally rare denomination but the corpus is likely to be nearer a 
dozen coins, of which eight have appeared on the market over the last forty years.” 


Three are held in British Museum collections—two in Edinburgh and one in the Ashmolean, Oxford. This piece is better than any of those three. The 
Murdoch piece (May 1903, lot 248) has a flan crack or cut extending from the edge just past the numeral 1 in the date to the left outer arch of the crown. The 
Lockett piece subsequently offered in the Dundee sale is “Heavily tooled (with attendant scratching)” to cite the Dundee cataloger. The LaRiviere piece, also 
ex Cochran Patrick 276 and Murray 272 and currently the Spink Catalog plate coin is very fine, attractive but without the underlying brilliance of this piece.
